3. Any and all requests and documents with following words: 

- Abortion

In response to your request, the Cabinet cannot reasonably ascertain what records you seek 
without definite parameters. The Cabinet employs thousands of employees, and has done so for many 
years. It would require an inordinate amount of time to search every single individual employee’s 
electronic accounts and hard copy folders for “any and all” records requests and correspondence 
containing all the terms, some of which require further interpretation, and with various organizations, you 
have provided going back to January 2015. The Kentucky Open Records Act does not require an agency to 
conduct a search for “any and all” requests. This request lacks the particularity required of an open 
records request. The Open Records Act requires that requests have "reasonable specificity" as to what is 
being requested. See , e.g., 17 -ORD-197. Your generic request for “any and all” open records requests and 
“any and all” correspondence at the Cabinet for many different generic terms and entities does not satisfy 
this reasonable-specificity standard.
